In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 13 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (Central Act 2 of 1974), 
the High Court of Kerala hereby: 

(i) Confers upon Sri S. Suresh, ‘Sree Madhavam’ , 
Behind Government H.S.S., Thattamala, Kollam, 
Pin-691 020, all the powers conferred upon a 
Magistrate of the First class under the said code 
in respect of all cases of persons travelling 
without a proper pass or ticket over any part of 
the Southern Railway within the Districts of 
Thiruvananthapuram, Kollam, Pathanamthitta, 
Kottayam and Alappuzha and that part of the 
District of Ernakulam which lies to the south of 
and inclusive of Ernakulam Junction and Cochin 


Harbour terminus or committing over any part of 
the said Railway in the above said area, any of 
the offences falling, under Sections 137 to 139, 
141 and 142,144 to 147,155 to 157,159,162,163,166 
and 167 of the Indian Railways Act, 1989 
(Central Act 24 of 1989); 

(ii) Appoints the said Sri S. Suresh as Honorary 
Special Judicial Magistrate of Second Class, 
(Railways), Kollam for a period of one year with 
effect from 5-3-2015; 

(iii) Further confers upon him under Section 261 of 
the said code, the powers to try summarily the 
offences set out earlier.

Explanatory Note 

(This does not form part of the notification, but is 
intended to indicate its general purport.) 

It is noticed that the format of deposition sheet 
used in the trial courts does not contain any column 
regarding sex/gender. This causes much difficulty on the 
appellate side in identifying whether a witness is a male or 
female from the deposition sheet. Further, the High Court 
of Kerala had, in its judgment dated 13th July, 2012 in 
O.P. (FC) No. 1551/2012, observed that the existing rules 
do not make it mandatory to put the date when the 
deposition is recorded and observed that it is an 
omission in the rules. The Bench had expressed hope 
that appropriate amendments would be made to the rules. 
Hence it was decided to amend the Civil Rules of 
Practice, Kerala, for the said purposes. 

The notification is intended to achieve the above 
object.
